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“ W h y h a v e w e b e e n u n a b l e t o c o n t r o l 


c r i m e ? ” Many persons are asking this question, 
and countless others, I suspect, hold it unspoken 
in their minds and on their lips. Given the massive 
efforts to reduce crime over the greater part of 
the past decade, the question demands a straight­ 
forward answer 
particularly in view of nation­ 
wide levels of lawlessness that have reached 
record heights. 


Crime has continued to grow beyond our worst 
expectations because, in my opinion and that of 
many other lawmen with whom I talk, the 
rewards from criminal offenses have become 
much larger than the risks. 


One sober projection of the chances of a 
burglar, for example, going to jail for his crime 
has placed the risks substantially below those 
which any citizen encounters in becoming a victim 
of a serious crime! Even the most liberal esti­ 
mates of tile number of offenders found guilty 
and imprisoned for burglary and other serious 
crimes amount to only a small fraction of the 
aggregate of these offenses. By comparison, the 
loot from burglary crimes, which had an average 
value of $337 for each reported offense in 1973 
( the last full year for which such figures have 
been compiled), looms disproportionately large 
in relation to the small 
risks incurred 
in 
obtaining it. 


Admittedly, the relationship of gains from 
crime versus its risks has not been a popular ex­ 
planation for the continued rise in criminal 
activity. As a result, it has, in recent years, been 
given scant attention by many persons outside 
the law enforcement profession. Instead, there 
has been a preoccupation with viewing too many 
offenders sympathetically as themselves innocent 
victims of sociological injustices which have led 
or forced them irresistibly into criminal pur­ 
suits. This admirably humanistic perspective of 
the crime problem bas, as many authorities are 
increasingly inclined to acknowledge, seriously 
discounted the possibility that criminal offenders 
are mainly rational— albeit unprincipled— in­ 
dividuals who see crime as an easier means than 
lawful industry of gaining what they want. 


While it is no doubt true that a significant num­ 
ber of offenders have grown up gravely deprived 
through a host of social inequities, so also is it a 
fact that for each of them there are thousands of 
other persons who have suffered the same mis­ 
fortunes without succumbing to the temptations 
of crime. Indeed, our Nation is rich with ex­ 
amples of persons who have struggled honestly 
from the most abject circumstances to respected 
positions of lawful accomplishment. 


This is not an appeal for Draconian measures 
to combat crime. Nor is it a repudiation of many 
worthwhile attempts— to which I have been out­ 
spokenly committed over the years—to compre­ 
hend the complex psychological and sociological 
factors that subtly but surely contribute to crime. 


Rather, this is an endorsement of an urgent 
need for meaningful penalties as the certain 
consequence for those found guilty of crime, 
whatever their motivation. Enlightened criminal 
justice programs will never mature if unleashed 
criminal activity is permitted to run where it 
threatens many persons with becoming either its 
silent partner or its victim.

QUITO. Ecuador (UPI) - 
President Guillermo Rodriguez 
iAira imposed a curfew today 
and ordered mass arrests of 
civilian politicians who support­ 
ed a bloody abortive coup that 
was crushed by loyal comman­ 
ders. 
Military and hospital sources 
said at last count 17 persons 
died and over 80 were injured 
in the 12-hour uprising Monday 
in which a 
rebel tank unit 
managed to seize the presiden­ 
tial palace but was in turn 
surrounded 
and 
forced 
to 
surrender by the loyalists. 
President Rodriguez imposed 
a curfew from 9 p in to 5 a.rn 
and ordered the arrests of all 
the members of the so-called 
Civic 
Junta, 
a 
coalition 
of 
moderate political parties that 
supported the attempted coup 
d elal in an effort to restore 


civilian rule to Ecuador 
Political sources said

Pablo Davalo Dillon, of the

several years.” said Richard 
Karch. assistant direcor of the 
physical plant “ Ball State has 
been on “ interruptible ser 
vice ” 
meaning the Central 
Indiana Gas Co. could cut us off 
any time. But the company has 
let us have some gas at the ends 
of each month if there was gas 
available that 
has not been 
used 
“ Now we have word that we 
are getting 
KH) percent cur­ 
tailment of natural gas for the 
ensuing year.” 
Ball State used natural gas 
through the summer months 
and early autumn for minimal 
campus needs and to meet the 
needs of Ball Hospital for steam

soured milk through a sieve and* 
then putting the curds in the 
cheesecloth to hang overnight 
In the morning she would mash 
the curds into smaller curds and 
add some whole milk or cream 
and salt to taste 
We did this w ith extra milk we 
couldn’t 
otherwise use. or 
sometimes 
just 
because 
we 
wanted cottage cheese 
One of the great things about 
cottage cheese, besides its good 
taste, is its high protein content. 
Another is the fact that it is low 
in calories 
One half cup of 
cottage cheese (uncreamed > 
contains

calories. 
( reamed cottage cheese has 120 
calories to the half cup (4 oz ). 
Creamed 
cottage 
cheese 
offers about 15 grams of protein, 
uncreamed 
about 
19 grams, 
almost tw ice as much as a glass
